PARIS, Oct. 4.—Dr. Serge Voronoff 
will parade his rejuvenated septuage- 
ndéfians and octogenarians before the 
French Surgical society at its annual 
meeting tomorrow. 

“T have waited five years to test out 
the success of chimpanzee gland opera- 
tions on old men before giving the 
smallest report to any medical society,” 
Dr. Voronoff told THE TRIBUNE today. 
“In that time I have performed opera- 
tions on at least 500 men, and I will 
be able tomorrow to demonstrate be- 
yond a shadow of a doubt that the oper- 
ation pushes back life from twenty to 
thirty years, and sometimes forty. 

Babies as Proofs. 

“J will have many of my patients 
parade before the most noted surgeons 
of France, letting the patients describe 
fully the improvement in their condi- 
tion. I will show,.a complete photo- 
graphic clinical record of every case. 
I may even have « few babies to show 
them.” 

The performance probably will be 
the most dramatic ever staged before 
the staid surgical society comprising 
all the leading surgeons of France. 
Many foreign surgeons also have come 
to Paris to attend the meeting. 

How many rejuvenated patients will 
show up tomorrow and the days fol- 
lowing is not known, but Dr. Voronoff 
has sent invitations to 100 and scores 
have accepted. An old Australian the- 
Atrical impresario, Arthur Evelyn 
Liadet, now a hotel keeper in London, 
who arrived in Paris today, told Tre 
TRIBUNE that he is now walking eight 
miles after breakfast and is growing 
hair on his bald head. He was tre 
mendously enthusiastic and yearned 
for a second operation.

She is seeking an 
order compelling Cornelius Vanderbilt 
Whitney, son of Harry Payne Whit- 
ney, and his counsel to accept service 
of the summons and complaint in her 
suit for $1,000,000 for alleged breach 
of promise. The support of her child, 
who, she declares, is a son of young 
Whitney, also, is requested. 

The stately old courthouse of Sche- 
nectady has never before been the 
scene of such a struggle between love, 
romance, and millions. The long legal 
debate was embellished and embittered 
by the reading of letters said to have 
been written by the oriental dancer to 
Sterling Adair, the young sailor to 
whom she was married at 16, before 
she met “Sonny” Vanderbilt Whit- 
ney, and by Lawyer Firestone’s sharp 
objections to the interjection of such 
matter at this time. 

Whitney Defense Is Attack. 

James A. Leary acted as counsel for 
the Whitneys, assisted by Cornelius J. 
Sullivan and other members of the 
firm of Nicoll, Anable, Fuller & Sul- 
livan, of New York City. 

Against Evan’s pleading the Whit- 
ney'’s defense was attack. There 
came from them no denia! of Sonny's 
relations with her or of the fact that 
her claims had been so seriously re- 
garded that the Whitneys were at one 
time willing to give her a settlement. 

Instead they set out to show that 
Evan was married to Sterling Adair, 
that she had lived with him as a wife, 
that she had secured annulment of her 
marriage to him by perjury and fraud 
and deceit, and that she had no right 
to contract marriage with young Whit- 
ney and consequently has now no right 
to claim breach of promise. m 

Alleges Evan Plot With Adair. 

“We intend to show,” said Mr. Leary, 
“that Adair picked this woman up On 
a train. She thought him a-bright pros- 
pect and tried to anchor him. We will 
show that they were married and that 
she and her h nd lived as man and 
wife. Later she tried to enter into & 
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fraudulent scheme with him to.get the 
marriage annulled. In a letter to him 
she said she would have to swear they 
never lived as man and wife and she 
told him the story she would tell to 
the effect that at dinner after they were 
married Adair first told her of a pre- 
vious marriage and her mother then 
refused to have anything to do with 
her. 

“In her suit in Rockland county she 
swore she never participated in mar- 
riage relations with him. This was a 
pure fabrication. I read you here a 
letter in her own handwriting.”

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 4.—The 
allied and Turkish national representa- 
tives signed an agreement las: night at 
Mudania, awarding Thrace to the 
Turks and placing Constantinople 
under the dual control of the Turkish 
nationalists and allies. 

A military protocol regulating the 
near east situation was signed at 6 
o’clock on board the French cruiser 
Egar Quintet off Mudania. The 
nationalists agreé that the allies 
shall remain in Constantinople pending 
definite peace negotiations, but the na- 
tionalists will install civil authorities 
there, which will result in dual admin- 
istration of the city. 

The Turks are to evacuate the nevu- 
tral zone and the British will retire 
from Chanak to Gallipoli.  —s_—

He also suggested that there 
should be an allied covering force on 
the Maritza river and that a neutral 
zoné should be created west of that 
river.

Ismet 
then expressed a willingness to meet 
the Greek delegates. 

Later information from Mudania re- 
ports that Ismet Pasha proposed that 
all British military movements in the 
direction of Constantinople and the 
straits should cease. Gen. Harington 
answered, accepting this proposal pro- 
vided the Nationalists agreed that all 
British troops now en route should be 
allowed to proceed to their destina- 
tions. 


Report of Rewal’s Agency. 


The Smyrna correspondent of the 
Oriental News: bureau, an official 
agency of Mustapha Kemal, publishes 
a dispatch from Mudania, saying that 
according to official information ob 
tained during Tuesday's conference, 
Gen. Harington raised from the be- 
ginning the question of the straits and 
the concentration of Turkish troops.

Venizelos Demands Free Hand. 
Mr, Venizelos also explained to the 

American ambassador his own position. 
He is not yet the Greek ambassador at 
large. He has been asked by the new 
Athens government to take the job, 
|} but he has replied that he will only, do 
so under certain conditions. These are: 

That Athens give him a free 
hand to make whatever concessions 
he regards as necessary and inev- 
itable. Among the concessions he 
mentions are that Greece must 
reconcile itself to the eventual loss 
of eastern Thrace. 

That Greece withdraw its troops 
from Thrace and that it must re- 
frain from committing excesses 
against the Turk inhabitants. 

Wants Allies to Hold Thrace. 

Meanwhile:Mr. Venizelos is carrying 

on the duties of the office which he has 
not accepted. His chief plea now is for 
a delay in the occupation of race by 
the Turks. He asks the allies to put 
@ sufficient military force in Thrace to 
control it until the 1,250,000 Christian 
inhabitants can be moved elsewhere. 
Constituting these are peasants whose 
ancestors have been in residence there 
hundred of years and this may mean 
an indefinite occupation to which the 
allie’ are not likely to ‘agree. 
What is more likely is that the allies 
might agree to keep the Turkish army 
out of Thrace but they would admit a 
mixed. or even an all. Turkish gend- 
armerie under allied control pending 
definite arrangements with a future 
government. 

After the meeting with Mr. Venizelos, 
Mr. Harvey went to the British foreign 
Office where he had a conference with 
Lord Curzon.

Details of the charges against Wil- 
iam W. O’Brien, well known criminal 
awyer, against whom disbarment pro- 
eedings have been filed by the Chi- 
cago Bar association, became known 
yesterday when the text of the bill 
submitted to the State Supreme court 
was revealed. 

The bill recites that Mr. O’Brien ap- 

hed Assistunt State’s Attorney 
Milton D. Smith when the “ Chubby ” 
Lardner case was. called on Feb. 1, 
1922, and said: “The Lardner case is 
on: before Judge Scanlon. If something 
could be done about it there would be 
a couple of hundred in it.” Mr. Smith 
refused to discuss the matter. 

Later, when the case was being 
hea:d, O’Brien is alleged to have offered 
Ernest J. Cook, another-state’s attor- 
ney, $250 if he would be lax in his 
prosecution. Cook ignored the offer 
and Lardner was convicted. 

O'Brien has characterized the charges 
as evidence of prejudice against him 
on the part of the state’s attorney's 
office. 

“Such a claim is unworthy of com- 
ment,” said Attorney John L. Fogle, 
counsel of the bar association. . 

“ That’s the same as if Mr. O’Brien 
hed said that President Roger Sher- 
man of the asso@ation and -members 
of the grievance committee are preju- 
diced.”’

DUBLIN, Oct. 4. — An important 
amendment whereby the universities 
_ traded four seats in the senate for 
eight in the, house was approved by 
the Irish provisional parliament today 
in adopting articles 26 to 42, inclusive, 
of the ntéw constitution. 


The senate is without power to 
amend’ any revenue or appropriation 
| bills so the house is a much more im- 
| portant legislative body where the ad- 
| dition of eight professors to the mem- 
‘bership will be a good influence. The 
| professors will be elected by the stu- 

dents. 

The articles approved today included 
| those providing for the parliament. 
; Members of the house, popularly known 
jas the Dail Eireann will be elected for 
| four years. . There will be one member 
for not more than 30,000 or less than 
20,000 inhabitants, making a roll call 
of probably 132, exclusive of the six 
counties. 

The members must all be chosen by 
a general election within thirty days 
of dissolution, and the new Dail is to 
meet within thirty days of the date 
of election. Any person twenty-one 
years old may .vote or de @ member 
of the Dail. | 

The senate is to be composed of fifty- 
six and the members must have special 
attainments to represent the important 
aspects of the nation’s life. They will 
be elected for twelve years, and only 
persons more than thirty years old 
may vote for them. 

After the first senate is chosen four- 
teen senators will be elected every 
three years from a panel of forty-two. 
The dail will nominate twenty-eight of 
these, voting by the principle of propor- 
tional representation, and the senate 
will nominate fourteen. With forty-two 
names before them the people will vote

“none the less maintaining undimin- 
ished the swollen civil establishments 
which they built up during the period 
of the great conflict.” 

“The Republican record must be 
measured, too, by the conditions which 
obtain in America, the general reém- 
ployment of workers, the recovery of 
agriculture, and of business,” the sena- 
tor said. ’ 


Freight Rates Reduced. 


“It has been part of the Républican 
reconstruction effort to reduce freight 
rates, the increase of which has threat- 
ened to crush out the life of many 
a farming community.

MORE ABOUT BEE FEED. | *\. 


YSTEMATIC examination of bee 
hives and feeding bees is the 
surest way apiarists have of 
knowing that every colony is suf- 

ficiently supplied with its,winter store. 
A preliminary examination of the en- 
tire yard should be made before any 
feed is put in the ghives. By lifting up 
the front or the back of the hives it is. 
easy fo make a fair estimate of the 
amount of honey. The average bee 
man is familiar with the size of the 
colonies and is able to make the neces- 
sary allowance in estimating the 
amount,of the store that must be added 
to carry them through the winter. 

If the colonies are strong and 
healthy they can be carried through on 
about thirty pounds of store. Where 
it takes twenty-five to thirty-five 
pounds to winter each colony in the 
open it will not take more than two- 
thirds this amount if the hives are 
kept in a cellar. 

After examining e hive, mark with 
a piece of chalk on the side or top the 
amount of store that must be added to 
bring the total up to thirty or thirty- 
five pounds. This simplifies the work 
when the actual feeding is started.

Creole Hashes. 


A large onion sliced thin or cut in 
dice, a sweet green pepper or a red 
one, and about two tomatoes may form 
the base for no end of pleasant hashes, 
and may be used for a sauce for fish, 
meat, etc., if pleasantly cooked in some 
pleasSant fat. That fat may be any 
well seasoned bit, or butter, or a good 
butter substitute. 

Cut up the onion, have a tablespoon 
of fat hot in the frying pan, put in 
the oven, cover pan, and let cook over 
a low fire. The onion is thus stewed 
rather than fried. After the cooking 
of the onion has got under way add 
the pepper cut fine, and let the juice 
stew well out of these two vegetables 
before adding the wet tomato, always 
covered so that no part of the liquid 
which cooks out shall be lost. 

For a lamb hash add to this one cup 
of roast lamb which has been put 
through the coarsest disk of the food 
chopper, or cut fine with a knife for 
superior effects.
